STATE INSURANCE. 


In these days of international sus- 
picion and misunderstanding, with 
the consequent continual prepara- 
tion for defence and, if circum- 
stances compel, offence, it affords 
relief to turn to a scheme which has 
for its object the amelioration of the 
condition of the industrial classes of 
a great country. Such legislation 
has been atyled “ grandmotherly,” 
but it may sometimes become im- 
perative for the State to step in to 
see that certain classes of the na- 
tion are preserved from that harm 
which neglect of themselves is 
bound to compass. Grave danger, 
iti is always lurking in class 
logislation ; andthe present tendency 
of the Brit Government is to 
ignore the fact that although the 
rich may be foreed to pay for 
years, yet the middle-classes may 
‘also ‘have imposed upon thom 
a burden that they ought 
not legitimately to bear and 
cannot well bear with advantage to 
the nation as a whole. The net

forms.” In the course of the 
Speech from the Throne on the 
occasion of the opening of Parlia- 
ment on February 6, it was stated 
that measures would be presented 
for the removal of the pauper dis- 
qualification from Old Age Pen- 
sions, for providing for the insur- 
nce’ of the industrial popalation 
against sickness and invalidity, and 
for insurance against unemploy- 
ment in trades specially liable 
thereto. To the last proposition in 
this ambitious programme reference 
has already been made in these 
columns, and we may now direct 
attention to the proposal of state 
insurance for sickness and in- 
validity. 

During the century for which 
some friendly societies have been 
established, they have not succeeded 
in bringing one-half of the sixteen 
millions of the working-class popu- 











lation of Great Britain under their|But it is possible that the Govern- 


schemes. The Liberal Govern- 
ment, overburdened with pledges 
to its working-class supporters, 

taken the view that the working- 
classes should be provided with that 
adequate insurance which they have 
shown that they are unwilling to 
secure for themselves. Mr. Lloyd 
George, Chancellor of the Exche- 
quer, bas fashioned a scheme to 
meet the wishes of his supporters 
and of the permanent friendly socie- 
ties and to induce the latter to| 
become willing agencies for its 
working. These societies have a 
present membership of over six 
millions, and possess funds amount- 
ing to nearly forty-six and a half 
millions sterling. But their liabili- 
ties are several milliors in excess of 
their assets, as actuarial deficiencies 
of varying amounts exist in most of 
the societies. It will be appar- 
ent that in bringing forward a 
‘scheme for compulsory insurance 
for sickness and invalidity for the 
working population of the country 
whose incomes are below the in- 
come-tax level of £160 a year, tho 
Government must be pre) to 
bear a serious financial borden. In 
the first place the initial oxpenses 
will be much heavier than in 
after years, when all working men 
will be insured from the age of 
sixteen. But the unknown quantity 
is the cost of accepting the risks 














of all lives, sound and unsound. 
Experience alone can give the 
answer to this problem. ‘There are 





no data on which calculations can 
be based, as all friendly societies 
have limited their risks to selected 
lives. On all lives the State will 
guarantee a minimum benefit dar- 
ing sickness of five shillings per 
week, and while these payments 
are bound to result in a decrease in 
the number of applications for 
relief from Boards of Guardians, 
yet the severe drain caused by 
Payments to men who are almost 
chronic {invalids will swamp any 
gain to local institutions. 

The provisional scheme, ia the 
ordinary course of procedure, will 
be outlined in the present session, 
and the final decision deferred until 
such time as the scheme has been 
considered by the present_ members 
of those friendly societies which 
are to be the agencies for carrying 
it into operation. The tentative 
scheme will, doubtless, be criticized, 
because it does not completely re- 
place the friendly society for men 
at present insured. Two points 
may be mentioned in this connexion. 
Thestate-insured does not receiveany 
medical attention under the scheme, 
whereas members of friendly so- 
cisties secure medical services by a 
very small weekly contribution. 





ment will arrange to include medi- 
cal assistance in the scheme, as this 
is a most important consideration. 
‘Then again all the permanent 
friendly societies provide life insur- 
ance for amounts from £10 to £20, 
and it has been stated that such 
insurance will not be included in 
the scheme. Considerable interest 
has been excited in the Chancellor's 
proposals and further details are 
eagerly awaited, especially in ro- 
}gard to the amounts of subscription 
which will Lave to be paid by each 
party—the employer, the employee 
and the State. Until the Govern- 
ment’s actuarial statement is pub- 
lished, there can be nothing but 
speculation as to this. While the 
scheme may be commended in the 
respect that the workman has to 
contribute one-half of the cost, 
which will be deducted from his 
wages, yet we must not lose sight 
of the fact that the remaining half 
has to be met by payments in equal 
proportions by the employer and 
the state. As has been indicated, 
there is reason to believe that the 
man of moderate income is already 
bearing more than his due share of 
takation, and men of this class can- 
not but regard thescheme with some 
misgivings. At all events no one 
dares to predict how Mr. Lloyd 
George will make provision for 
sam that will have to be raised to 
carry the scheme into effect.

In addition to the 
establishment of a Consulate at 
Kobdo, Russia claims the right to 
establish Consulates at Hami, Ku- 
cheng, Kuldja, Chugatabak, Urga, 
Uliassutai, Kashgar, Uramtsi 
and Kalgan, in all of which, the 
Note says, Russian subjects are en- 
titled to acquire land and erect 
buildings. 

In the event of China refusing to 
conform to her obligations Russia 
reserves liberty to take the mea- 
sares she deems necessary to secure 
the restoration of her rights.—

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HAST AND WEST. 

February 17. 
Axy expression of opinion by 
Lord Curzon of Kedleston upon 
matters relating to the Middle and 
Far East is necessarily worthy of 
respectful consideration. In the 
course of a comparatively short, but 
progressively useful, public career 
Lord Carzon has gained personal 
knowledge of the stupendons pro- 
blems that confront Europe and 
Asia, and has had opportunities of 
readjusting ideas inspired by know- 
ledge of the conditions prevailing 
in any one particular country 
by the evidences which 
bronght before him in many others. 
In delivering the Rectorial Ad- 
dress at Glasgow University on 
January 25 Lord Carzon was able 
to speak to his andience not only 
with the authority attaching to one 
who was recently Viceroy of India, 
but with the weight that mast be 
accorded to the utterances of a man 
who, prior to accepting that exalted 
position, had published several 
volumes dealing particularly with the 
subject that he selected—the rela- 
tions of the East and West. And, 
moreover, Lord Curzon had produ- 
ced books which were not the resalt 
of academic studies, but the fruits 
of personal investigation ; be had 
written of what he had himself seen, 
and such light as he had been able 
to throw upon the problems which’ 
have arisen from the peculiar rela- 
tion in which the East and the West 
stand to each other had been obtained 
at first hand, and was not a mere 
reflexion of the rays from 
Iamps lighted by other hands. 
Travel in almost every part of the 
Far East, service as Under-Secre- 
tary of State for India and later 
as Under-Secretary for Foreign 
Affairs, crowned by a five year! 
‘occupancy of the responsible post of 
Viceroy of India, had fitted Te rd 
Curzon {o speak’ as informatively 
as is possible to any living man upon 
‘one of the most important of 

world questions. 

th some of the conclusions 
that he arrived at as a result of a 
consideration of the more recent 
history of the relations of Europe 
and Asia, there may be disagres- 
ment. He attaches what some will 
think is undue importance to the 
effect upon the Oriental mind 
gonerally of the success gained by 
Japan in the war with Russi 
Lord Curzon thinks, and his view 
is entitled to the more attention, as 
he was at the head of affairs in 
India during the war, that the 
psychological effect of the first 
victory of consequence gained by

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revival of the Oriental’s self-con. 
sciousness. Thongh no doubt with 
mental reservations, the Oriental 
had passively accepted the supre- 
macy if not the ostensible suzerainty 
of the Occidental, until an Asiatic 
Power successfully employed 
against a Western country the 
material weapons and martial sci- 
ence which it had borrowed from 
the West. To-day, Lord Curzon 
thinks, the example of Japan is in- 
epiring the agitation that bas devel- 
oped throughout Asia for demo- 
cratic institutions. There is not, 
however, he believes, much danger 
that the resalt of similar aspirations 








will bring about an Asiatic Con- 





federation inspired by inimical 
purposes towards the West, and he 
suggests that rivalry for leadership 
between Japan and China will pre- 
vent any close association. On the| 
othor hand he thinks that there is 
no longer any possibility in the Far 
East for territorial acquisition by 
Western Powers and that the West 
will have to concentrate all its 
efforts upon the endeavour to pre- 
serve the share of the trade in that 

art of the world that it now en- 
joys. internal resources of the 
East, he indicates, will probably be 
immensely developed and the 
growth of manufacturing industries 
will lead to commercial competition 
with the West. 

‘Thongh those who have given the 
subject any real thought, and who 
have based their conclusions upon 
tangible facts not imaginative fears 
know that the “ Yellow Peril 
phantasy is unworthy of serious 
consideration, it is not the less 
useful for a man of Lord Curzon’s 
standing to give expression to his 
belief that Europe has nothing to 
fear in the shape of military 
aggression from the Kast. A 
certain class of contemporary 
writers attempts to show by 
the aid of vital statistics that

sheer weight of population the 
East will press the West under. 
The fallacy that underlies pictar- 
esquespeculations of this kind is that 
no consideration is given to the 
probable effect upon the vital 
statistics of a universal elevati 

the scale of living. While it is 
true that improved sanitation and 
increased attention to the preserva- 
tion of infant life would operate in 
a contrary direction, there is reason 
to believe that with the withdrawal 
of families from rural to industrial 
activity the Eastern races would 
become less prolific than they are 
at present. A tendency in this 
direction can be remarked already 
in Japan. For reasons which need 
not be enlarged upon large families 
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are generally to be found amongst 
the more ignorant, and a general 
raising of the standard of education 
throughout the East ‘may result in 
a reproduction of the conditions 
that exist in countries so widely 
divergent in many respects as 
France and Australia. If there be 
any reason for the belief’ that the 
East will bo affected as the West 
has been in this connexion, there 
is obvi less fear than ever of 
the Asiatic migration of which 
theatrical fear bas found expression. 
Also the whole-hearted sdoption of 
Western customs in Japan has led 
to an extraordinary increase in the 
cost of living and, consequently, in 
the cost of labour. Herein there 
may possibly be the operation of a 
natural law which may render 
innocuous the industrial competition 
in some dread of which even so 
philosophic a person as Lord Curzon 
of Kedleston seems to stand. 


RUSSIA AND CHINA, 
February 18. 

Cua is learning the truth of 
the adage that misfortunes never 
come singly. The precarious 
position of Manchuria, which 
received special emphasis on the 
occasion of the recent agreement 
between Russia and Japan, has 
been intensified by the outbreak of 
plague. Unable to appreciate in 
time the seriousness of the epidemic 
or adequately to cope with it 
unaided, the Chinese Government 
has been forced to allow foreigners 
todo much of the work that it 
ought to have carried out on its 
own initiative, with the result that 
by the more expenditure of money 
in the interests of the Chinese 
themselves Russia and Japan have 
strengthened their hold on the ill- 
fated province. ‘The saine moment 
has been chosen by Russia to force 
toa conclusion certain negotiations 
of a politico-commercial character 
regarding Rassian interests in 
Mongolia and the New Territory. 
Chinese diplomacy has always 
proceeded along its own well-worn 
lines, and so long as mutual distrnst 
existed among the foreign Powers 















f]there was some ground for the 


Peking Government to suppose 
that these lines were not altogether 
unsuccessful. With the tendency 
on the part of other nations to eli- 
minate suspicions from their rela- 
tionship, China’s diplomacy is apt 
to lose its fictitious attributes and 
to stand revealed asan exasperating 
anomaly. The most striking warn- 
ing in’ recent times of this new 
order of things was given by Japan 
when, after trying in vain to arrive 
jst an understanding with the 
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Peking Government on the subject 
of the Antung-Mukden Railway, 
the announced her intention to 
break off the negotiations and to 
proceed with the re-constraction 
according to her own ideas. China 
at once appreciated tho situation, 
and an understanding between the 
two countries was reached. Russia, 
it would now seem, has adopted the 
same course. Regarding the 
negotiations which haye been in 
progress between the Russian and 
Chinese Governments the outside 
world has been left for the most 
part in ignorance, but complaints 

we been made of the Chinese 
treatment of Russian traders in 
Western Mongolia and Sinkiang, 
amounting toa breach of existing 
treaties, while boundary dispates 
have also been a source of 


riction. 

According to the terms of the 
message that we publish to-day, 

is contemplating a demon- 
stration on the (hinese fronti 
in that event would occupy Kuldja, 
a town on the Ili River, some sixty 
miles within the province of Sin- 
kiang, which was in Russian posses- 
sion from 1871 until 1881. In the 
latter year a treaty was ratified in 
St. Petersburg which provided, 
inter alia, that Rassian subjects 
should carry on, a8 before, trade 
free of duty in Chinese Mongolia, 
both where Chinese authorities 
were to be found and where they 
were not in residence. Consulates 
were to be established in cer- 
tain localities and extraterriterial 
rights were conferred. By the 
same treaty Russia evacuated 
Kuldja, but retained a portion of 
the former province of Ili and 
commissioners were to be appointed 
to fix the new boundary, which 
was outlined in the agreement. It 
has been known for some time that 
difficulties had arisen between the 
Rassians and Chinese in these ter- 
ritories, and Russian expeditions 
have been dispatched to investi- 
gate the situation. By the terms 
of the Note presented to China 
Russia takes her stand both on 
the letter and on the spirit of the 
Treaty of 1881. In other words 
she claims that the time has come 
for throwing open practically the 
whole of Mongolia and Sinkiang to 
Russian trade. Russian subjects 
are to be allowed to acquire land and 
to erect buildings in all the chief 
towns of this portion of China and 
consulates are to be established to 
protect their interests. In the 
event of China refusing to consent 
to this demand Russia reserves to 
herself liberty to take the measures 
that she deems no “to 
secure the restoration of her 
rights.” 


























There is a directness of speech 
in Russian diplomacy io Asia that 
is at little pains to sugar the pill 
that it is sought to administer. 
For the present the world has little 
authentic information of the degree 
of provocation that may have led 
up to the presentation of the Note. 
In 1879 China's representative 
negotiated a treaty in St. Peters- 
barg, but on his return to Peking 
the unfortunate envoy was thrown 
into prison under sentence of death 
and the treaty was repudiated. 
Two years later Russia succeeded

in enforcing harsher terms, and it 
may be that on this occasion China 
has prejudiced herself by pro- 
crastination. At the same time i 
is difficalt to dissociate Rass 
present action from the general 
trend of her Far Eastern policy. 
When in 1881 she seemed 
to surrender part of _ the 
ground that ‘she had won in Mon- 
golia, it may be supposed that she 








1d | bad satisfied herself that Mancharia 


offered a more attractive and 
practical sphere for expansion. To- 
day Rassia finds herself blocked in 
Manchoria, and the spirit that 
impels her continually eastward is 
now secking an outlet for its 
activity in the formerly despised 
Mongolia. The opening-up of China 
is a desideratum of all the Powers, 
and if Russia does no more than 
press for freedom of trade in Mon- 
golia, she is more likely to disarm 
crit than if she seeks to ex- 
tract territorial advantages. Into the 
merits of the present controversy it} 
is difficult to enter without fuller 
information ; but in view of the 
statement of the Russian case 
in the telegram from our Peking 
correspondent, it may be men- 
tioned that the accepted text of the 
Russo-Chinese Treaty of 1864, 
signed at Chuguchak, states in the 
first article that “ beginning from 
the boundary-mark of Shabioda- 
baba the frontier will first run 
westwards, then southwards along 
the Saian ridge; on reaching the 
western extremity of the Tannu-ola 
range, it will turn to the south- 
west.” The Treaty of 1881 made 
no reference to this district, as it 
dealt with the boundary between 
Tli province and Russian territory, 
seven hundred miles to the south of 
the Tannu-ola range. If the Rus- 
sian contention were upheld, China 
would be called upon to surrender: 
some 80,000 square miles of her 
present territory.

Tas Chinese Government bas 
aguin recognized the logic of an 
ultimatum, and very few days have 
been allowed to clupse before an 
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r has been drafted to the 
Russian Note on the subject of 
Mongolia. From the summary of 
this reply, sent yesterday by our 
Peking correspondent, it would 
appear that China accedes to the 
main demands of the Russian Gov- 
ernment. The right of extraterri- 
toriality is admitted, as well as the 
right to acquire land and erect 
buildings, while consulates are to 
be established, when they can be 
held to be justified by commercial 
needs. For the present China 
maintains that the necessity for the 
establishment of consnlates does not 
exist, and she also challenges the 
statements in the Russian Note that 
referred to alleged monopolies in the 
hands of Chinese in Mongolia and 
to the attitude of Chinese officials 
towards Russian Consuls. In the 
light of such knowledge as exists 
of the points at issue between the 
two countries the Chinese reply 
may be considered adequate, at least 
for the continuance of friendly 
negotiation, as it is only natural that 
the Peking Government should wish 
to repudiate any practices that can 
be attributed to the perversencss of 
provincial officials. The Russi 
Note, as the Government was care- 
fal to explain, took its stand on the 
literal fulfilment of the St. Peters- 
burg Treaty of 1881, and China 
admits the justice of this attitude. 
By the terms of that agreement 
consulates were to be opened at 
the places indicated “as they 
may be called for by the develop- 
ment of commerce.” Russia can 
searcely require to-day more than 
the strict application of this condi 
tion, and it will only need the cor- 
cilistory attitade which the Chinese 
Government now claims to have 
adopted to enable the two countries 
to arrive at an amicable settlement 
of this one material point that the 
Chinese roply would seem to have 
left open to debate. 

Few Governments will be able 
to avoid an instinctive sympathy 
with Russia over the exasperating 
course that her negotiations, in 
common with most dealings with 
the Peking authorities, have proba- 
bly pursued, and will welcome euch 
fresh success in proving to China 
the error of her ways. At the samo 
time some allowance bas by general 





























consent to be made for the transi- 
tion stage in which this Empire finds 
itself, and there is no desire to see 
the Chinese Government dragooned 
into unjustifiable concessions by 
threats or a show of force. In the 
Present instance, apart from the 
chronic inability of the Poking 
authorities to conclude negotiations, 
Rassia does not seem to have made 
out a very urgent case for extreme 
measures. It will, therefore, be a 
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causo for universal satisfaction, if the 
acyniescence of the Chinese Govern- 
ment in the Russian demands ro- 
moves the possibility of further 
trouble in Mongolia ; the more so, 
as Russia’s interests in that territory 
can hardly be of sufficient impor- 
tance to justify 2 movement on her 
part that might lead to further 

ession in other quarters against 
Gitaa. As several publicists have 
pointed ont, Russia’s diplomacy on 
her eastern frontiers has never 
attended by those advantages to the 
nation at home that have character- 
ized her active excursions into the 
domain of European politics. At 
the present juncture,after a wonder- 
ful recovery from the disastrous 
consequences of a mistaken policy 
in the Far Bast, she has begun 
to benefit by a fresh accretion of 
strength, and the Powers interested 
in the maintenance of the present 
equilibrium of Europe can have no 
wish to see the Russian Government 
allured on toa line of action that 
might once more cause its whale 
attention to be diverted towards the 
Far East. 

Tn the present grouping of the 
European Powers strong un- 
fettered Russia is a factor of 
paramount importance, and in this 
connexion it is of interest to note 
the remarkable financial progress 
that the Empire of the Tsar bas 
made within the last two years. 
The Budget of 1910 was the first 
in twenty-eight years to show an 
equilibrium between revenue and 
expenditure, Extraordinarily abun- 
dant crops in 1909 led to this 
satisfactory state of affairs, and 
another large harvest last yoar en- 
abled the official Estimates for the 
current year to balance in the neigh- 
bourhood of two hundred and 
seventy million pounds. According 
to a recent tologram the Budge 
after its 0 through the Sp 
Committee of the Duma shows an 
actual surplus of twenty million 
roubles. By « device of Russian 
finance surplus re} i 
to accumulate as 
for the Finance Minister, who is 
thus enabled often to meet extra- 
ordinary expenditure without re- 
course to a loan. This year tho 
Government has in contemplation 
a large scheme for the reconstruc: 
tion and improvement of Russian 
ports and for the construction of 
corn elevators, and as the Duma 
Committee promises that no new 
loan is to be raised, it is to be in- 
ferred that this “‘ free Reserve” has 
reached sufficient proportions to| 
meet the estimated outlay of from 
ten to fifteen million ands.

ELECTORAL 
RIGHTS AND 


RESPONSIBILITIES, 
February 10. 

Tr the Italian Premier succeeds in 
persuading the Parliament to accept 
a measure that he has proposed 
for the extension of the franchise, 
‘a most interesting political experi- 
ment will be initiated. Signor 
Luzzatti’s proposal is to grant the 
suffrage to all male Italians, who 
can read and write. Though the 
standard of literacy is not so high 
in Ttaly, as it is in most of the! 
northern countries of Europe, this 
would enfranchise almost the whole 
of the male adult population, and 
therefore would, did the innovation 
end there, appealstrongly tothe more 
Democratic element. But Signor 
Luzzatti, while making so great a 
concession to the non-propertied 
classes has hedged it with a provi- 
sion which in the eyes of the 
Socialists and “advanced” thinkers 
of Italy rob it of its attractiveness. 
Provision is made for the compul- 
sory recording of votes. If the 
electoral privilege be not exercised 
fines and civic disqualifications will 
ensue, and these become 
severe with each repet 
negligence. Such punishment would 
not in all probability fall with any 
weight upon the newly enfranchised 
electors, as experience has shown 
that the Socialists and Labourites 
in all countries that have the feli- 
city to harbour these political 
parties poll, practically, their full 
strength. Those who sleep on their 
political rights are those for whom 
politics are but one of many interests 
and others who regard the struggles 
‘of opposing politicians with a sense 
of detachment, in which by some 
curious train of reasoning, they find 
justification for an assumption of 
superiority. These people, if com- 
pelled to‘record their pee views, 
would scarcely be found ranging 
themselves under the Socialist- 
Labour flag. 

Regarding the matter from a 
non-political point of view there is 
much to be said in favour of the 
enlistment of compulsion to as- 
certain the real views of the 
electorate as a whole. The Com- 
monwealth of Australia has an 


















electoral system even more liberal 


than that proposed for Italy, as all 
adults, malo and female, possess the 
vote, But tho complaint is insistent 
there that the electors neglect their 
duties and that the Parliament does 
not necessary represent the people. 
In some constituencies at a recent 
election ottly forty per cent of the 
qualified electors took the trouble 
to record their vote, and this in 
spite of extraordinary facilities, sach 
as the privilege of voting by post 
and other Iabour-saving devices. 
As a result of the political apathy 
in Australia the one party that 
appraises its electoral privileges at 
their real value, the Labour Party, 
has gained power. The a 
now is that the people of Australia 
are ruled by a Government that 
represents a alert and organized 
minority.

Great Britain knows from costly 
experience —a religious war is 
waged with a determination and a 
recklessness of consequences that 
attaches to no other form of war- 
fare. Ordinary considerations do 
net, prevail with the fanatic who 
inds spiritual victory in material 
defeat. 


Mr. Landon points out that there 
is much more involved for Turkey 
than a possible loss of prestige and 
of territory. The spiritual pre- 
eminence of Turkey is due to her 
guardianship of the holy city of 
Mecea. If, by inspiring a belief 
that the policy of the Young Turks 
was endangering the Mohammedan 
faith, the rebels gained sufficient 
suppott to assume the aggressive 
and drive the Turks out of Mecca, 
Turkey would lose her spiritual 
leadership. Tho suzerainty over 
Egypt would disappear and the 
leadership of Mobammedanism 
would devolve upon a new Empire 
which would spring up with Mecca 
8 its religious and possibly its ad- 
ministrative centre. In the past 
the spiritual leadership has been of 
unbounded political value to Tur- 
key ; it has armed her in negotia- 
tion with a weapon that was re- 
spected by the mightiest Christian 
Power. Even Napoleon himself once 
dreamt of embracing the Mobam- 
medan religion and, by assuming 
its leadership, conquering the world, 














In view, therefore, of smoulder- 
ing troubles on her Enroj 
frontiers, and a latent distrust among 
many of the Old Tarks of the ten- 
ies developing under the con- 
tutional régime, itis of paramount 
importance for Turkey to remain 
supreme in Arabia. In 1909 tho 
‘Tarkish Government determined to 
secure tranquillity in Yemen by 
the grant of autonomy and a scheme 
was actually drafted only to be 
‘abandoned in favour of a pro- 
gramme of local reforms. According 
tothe rebels these reforms remained 
pious intentions. It will be seen 
from these facts that the outcome 
of the revolt in Arabia is a matter 
of vital importance to Turkey and 
of little less to the Huropean 
tions who have moral or material 
interests in Egypt, Mesopotamia, 
the Persian Gulf and the Near 
East.

abreast, lance in hand. “Then followed 
two gigantic paper figares, mounted on 
full tacks, mho by the ereenees of 

sir exprestion appeared fully able to 
fal6l their ask of eoaring away malign, 
fant opirite. In their train came a de- 
tachment of bannermen, mounted on 
shaggy ponies. Gong-beaters, men on 
foot bearing flags, and the red tablote 
setting out the offices of the family 
followed, and they in tara were sucseed-

To describe the 
remainder of the procession in detail 
would involve mach repetition. At

MOORING OF 
PLEASURE CRAFT. 


(Contributed. ) 

With the approach of the boating 
scsson, it seems expedient that some 
definite scheme for the welfare of plea- 
sare craft should be formalated and put 
into execution, and the following re- 
marks and saggestions are made with 
that object, 
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For many years, yachts 
moored to tbe pontoons on The Bund 
foreshore and while the appearanos of 
‘The Bund bas been mach enbanced, the 
vessels have saffered, and still enffer, 
considerable damage and unnecessary 
wear and tear entailing considerable 
‘expense to their owners ; and, owing to 
their being so scattered, from a lack of 
supervision generally. 

Similarly, the bousebosts which bave 
moored, and still moor, in the Soochow 
Creck ; they are wores off, if anything, 
and it ia well known how poorly they 
are cared for and the heart-breaking 
expenses and apnoyance the owners of 
them saffer. 

‘As for motor launches, they also 
suffer from the same neglect and are 
knocked aboot badly ; in addition to 
hall damage, their engines aro hardly 
ever ig efleient working order—all fora 
k of snpervisi

From the above it is seen that there 
are in all some 240 pleasure craft. of the 
value of the princely sum of Tle. 450,000. 
This value is left lying promiscnon 
in the Soochow Creek, behind pontoons 
‘and in a variety of other places at the 
mercy of natives who, so long as they 
draw a monthly wage and can make 
their little—often jneeze, do not 
‘care a rap what happens to their boats 
‘of which they are supposed to be in 
obarge. 

One may go on board any boat and 
ask for the No. 1, some dirty-looki 
dividoal will crawl out a 
1s blank countenance, or say 
b’long sick, bave go home. 

‘This ort of thing would not happen, 
if there were any kind of supervis 
and to bare supervision of « proper 
«proper berth tor these oraft bas to be 
obtained. When this bas been done 
‘some step to provide for supervision can 
be taken, 

It bas been suggested to dredge the 
Soochow Greek and got all the ‘boala 
there. This wonld entail the spending 
of a very large sum of money and 
moreover, all the boste could not be 
accommodated in the Creek in the 
strotob between the Garden and Bonan 
Road Bridges ; besides they would not 
be protected from damage by native 
craft soy more than now. A, 
fnvilities for boardi 
ting gear on board is difficalt, water iv 
not obtainable, and 80 op. 

There seems then to be no means of 
adepting cheaply existing sccommoda- 
tion and the following suggestion 
made as it appears to be the only alter- 
native. 

Make a boat harbour large enough 
to accommodate all these pleasare 
boats, put s competent foreigner in 
charge and connect the spot up by

“fb Shanghai Yaoht Clab bave »

The question of fands for first cost 
and cost of upkeep is the next con-

In the last instalment of these notes 
some of the more barbarous methods of 
the driver with “bed baods” were 
indicated—the methods of a man who 
is devoid of mechanical sympathy and, 
therefore, without a particle of feeling for 
the machinery he controls. It is the 
jsame the world over, and the really bad 
Jones among our local motor-boys are 
probably no worse than their peers io 
other countries. In a town like Shang- 
hai where so many of the care are weed 
for basiness parprses, carrying their 









perception ii 
ly bad mechanical manipulation of some 
‘of the native drivers is undaly apparent. 
It is far from being my intention to 
tar them all with the same brush, how- 
jever, and it is only fair to say that the 
really bad ones are in the minority, 
Daring the last two years a very marked 
improvement in the driving standard 
tas taken place, and it is not going too! 
far to say that there are several motor- 
boys now driviog in town who deserve 
to be called first-class. The general 
improvement is partly due to pi 
of course, bat still more in my opinion 
to the ever-increasing simplicity of con- 
trol in the cars they are required to 
handle. Four cylinder cars, and very 
modera onee, moreover, are no longer 
the exception in Shanghai; and as 
I have previously pointed ont, 
modern multi-cylinder machine will 
help to conceal = multitade of de- 
ficiencies on the part of ite pilot, Bat 
take away one of your average good 
fonr cylinder men and pat him to drive 
‘a two or a single and I think you would 
find him wanting, You may occasion- 
jally take liberties with s four which an 
experienced driver of a two or son 
would hardly dream of taking—or if be 
did, he would never try the same 
periment a second time, Hence the value 
of learning on a one or two cylinder 
jcar: when you eventaslly reach the 
stage of driving something more ad- 
vanced, you will realize the limitations 
of the internal combustion engine, as 
lexemplified by your own early experi- 
ence, and you will instinctively trest 
your bigger engine accordingly. But 
in these days I shonld say that the 
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‘majority of the motor-boys in Shanghai 


000 |have never driven anything less easy 


to handle than a four-cylinder car, with 
the result, as we have seen, that they 
seem to fancy that becanse their parti- 
cular motor will do certain work at the 
‘extreme minimum limit of its powers, 
therefore it is only fair snd right to 
demand such work from it on every 
possible occasion. In this respect the 
of certain owners 
towards their paid motor-boys is some- 
‘what astonishing. ‘They appear to think 
that the iseve of a driving certificate by 
the police authorities is a guarantee 
‘that the issuee is all that be should 
be. This, however, is far from being 
the case, as possibly some owners 
have already discovered. Actually the 
examination is no more than a driv- 
ing test through traffic of some 
fifteen minutes duration, and is con- 
ducted entirely from the standpoint of 
public safety. It is in no sense « test 
of enginemanship and is, therefore, no 
gaarantee that the candidate can drive 
the car from the owner's point of view, 
It is more than likely, indeed, looking 
at their qualifications in the light of 
their employers’ interests, that a con- 
siderable number of the motor-boys to 
whom driving certificates are issued 
are quite unfilted to drive their 
ears without farther careful in- 
struction, 

‘Taken all round, however, they fill a 
public want and fill i ly well. 
Their worst features are their arrogance 
‘and their self-satisfied ignorance of 
many essential details pertaining to their 
trade, A lad still in his teens who rises 
to the status of motor-boy, fromthe ranke 
of the coolie mafoos, at once sets himself 
on « social plane above that of his 
former companions. He dresses and 
acts the part to perfection ; he acquires 
8 lounging gait, « lackadaisical manner 
and a tasto for pin-head cigarettes ; and 
be sporos your offer of any wage less 
than eighteen dollars s month. Speak- 
ing generally, again, be soon becomes 
dirty and lazy aod takes little interest 
in his work. Koowiog nothing, he 
deems it beneath bis dignity to acquire 
knowledge, and when threatened with 
dismissal he accepts your utterances 
with equanimity. Eventually you part 
company and he goes elsewbere. After 
trying on the ea ing with 

‘employers with similar results, be 
finds bimself out of work and unable to 
get any. This has a distinctly chasten- 
ing effect upon him, for he had hitherto 
regarded bis as indispensable to 
somebody. Finding by one or two sach 
experiences that they are not #0, he 
perceives the error of his former ways 
and finally grows into a deceat enough 
boy 1 fair satisfaction to his 
master. If he steals bis master's petrol, 
it is only to be expected ; if he does so 
‘8 second time, it is entirely his master's 
faalt. 

Tthas come tobe generally recognized 
in England that for the mediam or 
small car owner, who is not wholly 
dependent on his paid driver, the 
best class of man to engage is not a 
skilled mechanic bnt an ex-coachman 
‘who bas been carefally trained in driving 
nd in the rudiments of mechanics at a

‘The death rate is kept fairly well in 
hand, but the task is too great for those 
who are bravely tackling it. especially 
with infected people comiog in from 





























other places, and the fact that here it 
is sppareatly impossible to Keep those 
who have been in contact al! under 
surveillance. 

‘Nows from every large town in Kirin 
province is bad, bat the information 
from all places south of this seems to 
be good,'thus far, especially in cities like 
Lisoyang, where the Chinese have given 
the Japanese a free band early. The 
Japanese are as perfect in fighting the 
plague as they are in actual war. Their 
methods, where they have a free hand, 
‘are severe, but effective. It is well for 
Korea that she is under such rolers at 
this time. Our Chinese officials, who 
do their best, dare not resort to sach 
strict measares as the Japanese wonld, 
and they have not the fands nor the 
huge number of trained men required.

It is most essential that the move- 
ment of coolies this spring should be 
controlled. It simply means this, that 
unless very drastic measures are taken 
thronghout North China, balf the 
population, or more, will be swept away. 
‘The sadness and tragedy of the whole 
thing are beartrending. No wars hi 
caused such saffering and misery 
Mancharis. Bubonic plague is almost 
certain to come with the warmer wes- 
ther, for the people will not attempt to 
destroy their beloved rats. 

All persons who are set apart for 
plague work should be daly vercinated 
ten clear days before they begin 
their daties. Those who are not thus 
safeguarded are almost certain to die 
from infection, It seems. apparently to 
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add to tho danger for the firat six days 
after vaccination. After ten days per- 
sons seem, as a rule, fairly if not 
entirely immane,

PRECAUTIONS 13 YOKOHAMA. 

The following is from the “Japan 
Gazette” :—The Yokohama authorities 
are now taking strict measures regard- 
ing the disinfection of passengers and 
cargo on vessels arriving here from 
Manchurian ports. All the holds of 
veeoels are disinfected by gas before the 
landing of cargo, in order to kill rats 
and thus prevent apy possibility of the 
rodent carrying plague germs. Goods 
landed are to be stored in warehouses 
specially reserved for the purpose. 
Seamen and passengers are to undergo 
medical examination at inns or residen-

Correspondence in the local paper 
revealed the fact that another French 
sister had laid down her life from the. 
fell disease ; also that a few patients, 
and servants in the employment of the 
Roman Catholic Mission had died, bat 
the namber of the latter was not given 
and “some” is indefinite, 

The plague broke out st Ningbai, 
‘twenty miles from here, last week, among: 
travellers in an inn. The mortality 
rapidly rose from eight the first day, until 
three days later, when actually 100 were 
reported, and daring those few days 
over 200 deaths must have occurred. 
Owing to the'absence of the Magistrate, 
who had gone to pay his New Year's 

to the Governor (80 ramour 
bath it) there was no one to insist 
apon barying plague-stricken 
corpses, which, in consequence, proved 
‘8 source of great danger to the people. 

A large number of foreigners has| 
been inoculated. Thanks to the vigil- 
ance and persistent efforts of the Sani- 
tary Committee and others, the plague 
hhas been kept from the foreign settle- 
ment in s wonderful measore, and it is 
hoped that by s continuance of such 
effort we may be preserved unto the 
end, The :Taotei and his staff have 
worked well and as a result Chefoo bas 
not suffered anything like as much as 
otber less favoured districts. 

Our sympathy goes ont towards the 
large umber throen out of employment 
in consequence of the plague. ‘The men 
mho work cargo, jetty coolies, filstare 
‘employees and ricsha men who live from 
hand to mouth, now lack the means to 
provide themselves with food. No 
doubt the Chinese officials will do some- 
thing to ameliorate their condition, 

FROM CHINESE SOURCES. 

A Peking message gives the loss 
sustained by the Peking-Makden Rail- 
way at over three million dollars. 

‘A Paoting telegram states that 

jicbiachuang, a village under Hi: 
hsien, the number of plague deaths since 
the Chinese New Year is now over 
sixty. 

According to reports from Peking 
the plague in Makdeo, after baving 
appeared to be a little lulled, suddenly 
barst out again with redoubled virulence 
and the number of cases, all proving 
fatal, has increased. 

Better news bas been received from 
Sinmingfo, not many cases having been 
reported.

Harbin, where the daily returns of death 
are still high—sbont eighty in number. 
A few cases have been found among the 
troops on iplagae work. Daily deaths 
at Fochiatien number about 160. 

The Government bas decided to 
engage  bundred foreign plague 
specialists throng’ the three Ministries 
for Foreign Affairs, Posta and Com- 
munications and the Interior, in or 
combat the plague in Chins, The 
Ministry of Finance bas agreed to 
contribute another sum of Tls. 100,000 
towards the cost. 

Alll schools in Sbantung have post 
poned their opening for the spring term 
to the middle of next month. A Kirin 
telegram states that all the mercante 
trading in furs siteibar have shat 
‘up their offices and returned home on 
acconnt of the plague, 

A Makden telegram reports the 
arrival of a few Japanese eminent 
physicians sent by the South Manchuria 
Railway Co,, who have brought with 
them many kinds of disinfectants and 
iran ried serams, They will assist 
the Goveroment of Fengtien in plague 
preventive messares. Altogether, about 
fifteen foreigners died of plagae in 
the province of Fengtien. The disease 
seems to be less formidable now, 


TeINOTAO, 
Feb. 18, 

Reports from all parts of the 
province of Shantang, west, north and 
north-west from Tsingtao are good, 
The indications are that the plague is 
not disposed to spread from the places 
where it is planted by the coolies from 
Manchuria, If this opinion be confirmed, 
we may soon see the worst of plague 
conditions pass a if, indeed, the 
opinion that the warm spring weather 
will bave a deterrent effect prove trae, 
We have been assailed by many wild 
ramours, which upon investigation have 
proved unfounded, 

The quarantine regalations of Teing 
tao are strictly enforced and will probably 
continue to be so, though arrangements 
have now been made for communicating 
with the inland by means of a Police 
regalated market at some pointe on the 
line of wire fence, which bas been drawn 
round the outskirts of the place. This 
has restored the confidence of the 
Chinese somewhat, and people are 
coming back in much larger numbers 
now, the namber of applicants for 
entrance being reported i 
296. This is very gratifying. The 
Chinese were very much afraid that the 
quarantine station would be » place of 
infection, and were slow to take advan- 
tage of it in retarning. 

‘The report from Peking published in 
‘your iseue of the 15th instant that the 
German residents of Tsinanfu had come 
to Tsingtao is not trae. A few Indies 
snd children may bave come, but to no 
noticeable extent.

The Chinese Government seems to 
have acted with vigour, when it awoke 
to the situation, and in this province « 
military cordon was established along 
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all the jank-ports on the Gulf of Pechi 
‘The Governor also establisbed Isolation 
Hospitals at Tsinanfa and at Weihsien. 
Dr. Sebultz of the American Presby- 
terian Mission bas oversight of the 
former, and Dr. Roys of the same 
Mission bas oversight of the one located 
here. Fortunately as yet, there bave 
been no patients. 

So far as I know there are no cases 
or near any of oar Mission stations in 
the west of the province. Chefoo and 
Teogchow, however, are suffering ter- 
ribly, with 200 deaths so far at Chefoo, 
and 100 reported at Teogchow. There 
are cases around Pingta, Haapgbsien 
and Laichoufa, the stations of the 
Sonthern Baptist Mission, and at Pingta 
one of the colportenrs died, with four 
of bis family, The nearest csses to us 
twenty miles to the east, where a village 
was practically depopolsted and eub- 
sequently barnt by the official. Another 
focus is about twenty miles north-east, 
hile weat of us we have heard of nothing 
nearer than 100 miles—in the field 
worked by our English Baptist friends. 
The encouraging thing about all these 
outbreaks is that after the first few canes, 
(generally the family of a man who bas 
returned from Manchoria) the spread 
of the disease is quite slow, and seems 
to be limited to certain localities. 

We ba ned the opening of 
all schools and colleges till the middle 
of March, and perhaps later, according 
as matters develop. No coontry trips 
are msde, except into regions knows 
to be entirely frea from plagae.

The necessary guarantee 
forthe revenve was forthcoming, and 80 
decisive action was decided upon. This 
proclamation gave great delight to the 
better portion of the people, and the 
Press generally was loud in its praises 
of the Viceroy's decision. Now, it 
appears, that farther orders bave been 
received from Peking postponing the 
hour of action, lest the funds of the 
province should saffer. In other words, 
it wonld appear as if there bas been 
tome undermining going op, and now 
the match has been applied, and so the 
intention of the Viceroy is being frast- 
rated. Meanwhile, apparently, io the 
country at any rate, gambling goes 
on as ever, and the officials them- 
selves are taking a hand in the bnei- 
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ness, and we read that even io th 
yaméns themselves, gambling dens are 
being opened and the magistrates are 
reaping the fruits of the venture.

N. CG. BRANCH. 


Mr. A. C. Moole’s paper, on * T'si 
Shan” which was read in the Royal 
Asiatic Society's Hall on Thareday 
the 16th instant by Dr, MacGillivray, 
was divided into three parts, The 
first part of the paper described the 
mountain ital, its situation, its fora 
and fauna, and the sonual pilgrimages 
made to it. Many of the teresting 
festares of the mountain centre around 
the visit of the Emperor Chen Tsung 
in A. D. 1008, It was at this tine 
that the famous letters from Heaven 
(Tien Sha) are repated to have been 
received. These formed » basis for the 
prestige which the Taoist priests have 
since had in all of the religious resorts 
on the mountsin-side, There are 











do ite utmost to retain possession of 
the trophy, 


traces of Buddbistic influence, and 
even of Mohammedan, as there is « 
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pictareeqae mosque at the side of oue of 
the mountain streams, Year by yearthe 
apnoal pilgrimages form the most con- 
spicasas feature of the worship carried 
on in the temples. These pilgrimages 
‘are promoted and controlled by Pilgrim 
Clubs, which are supported by monthly 
contribations, As this mountain bas 
been visited from the earliest ages by 
many of the illastrious men of China, 
it is rightly considered as the most 
sacred spot in China, The second 
part of the paper referred to the moun- 
tain top, with ite various monuments, 
notably the Uninscribed Monament 
enpposed to have been set up by 
the First Emperor, Chin Shib-buang. 
One of the most interesting places is 
qniet, deserted temple which contains: 
the image of the Sleeping Lady, which 
dates from the Ming Dynasty. The 
great pilgrim road was described in 
detail, together with the buildings. 
route. One of the most 
of there temples is the 
Ling Ying Kuog, which contains 
the Brass Tower, and alto two large bi 
images of deified femalee. The third part 
per described the city of Ta 
now on the line of the Tientein- 
ay. The Tai Miao of the: 
city was decribed in detail. The great 
outer wall of this temple is most pictures- 
qne, extending as it does about a mile i 
Jengtb. The interior is chic fly remark- 
able for the great fresco that rons 
rousd the wall of the principal bui 
ing. Hsan Chi Tien, The eubject 
depicted is a visit of one of the great 
Manchn Emperors, and the fresco is an 
excellect specimen of Chinese art. 
Other interesting features of this re- 
warkable temple were described, such 
as the principal wall, the ancient trees, 
the iron bowls, and various monuments. 
Mr. Moole’s is a distinct 
contrivation to oar knowledge of this 
famous mountain of Chit 

Dr. MacGillivray added many inter- 
1g comments during the resdiog of 
paper, which was followed by an 
interesting discussion in which several 
of the audience took past.

If avy further 
evidence wore necessary as to the con- 
dition of the wharf, both parties could

Mr. Phillips said that the eogineers® 
evidence for both took three or 
foor- days.

Under those circumstances they, 
to] at the present moment seck to say that 
the loss which bas flowed from their 
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bresch of contract cannot be recovered 
against them, because tbat loss would 
have bea inevitable ander soy circum 
stances, But I think that if one looks 
‘at the action in this way the answer is 
plain : the plaintiffs might bare bronght 
their action based solely apon this con- 
sideration, namely, that the wharf bad 
filed becanse the defendants bed not 
done their work according to the speci- 
fications, and according to the contract, 
‘Under these circametances could the:

in consequence of what I have found to 
be two of the causes which contributed 
to the loss of the wharf, and particalarly 
with reference to the sbeet-piling, which 
would certainly. as the Coart has found, 
in the end prove insufficient, Therefore I 
do not think that the plaintiff can recover 
‘on that head, As regards consequential 
damages it seems to me to be very 
difficalt to put the case in any way 
which would entitle him to recover for 
logs on the contract. Here was a wharf 
tobe put up. ‘The people failed to pat 
it up in the way they contracted to do. 
‘The point that they did not guarantee 
any particular koowledge affects the 
question in this way, that defendants oan: 
not be taken to have guaranteed that this 
wharf was fit for any particular opera 
tion which the plaintiff might choose to 
put it to in a contract which was mad 
with anyone else, Moreover there is 
another answer, namely that this 
particalar contract was not disclosed to 
the defendants, That seems to me to 
dispose of the three branches of the case. 
T think that the amount of damages to 
the plaintiff are the amount which be 


bas already] paid, which he is entitled 
































to recover, with interest at 5 per cent. 
I give judgement, therefore, for that, 
amount. 

‘As regards the costs, I see n0 
particular reason for depriving the 
plaintiff’ of the general costs of the 
action, There was very considerable

OPINION AND JUDGEMENT, 

‘This cause is based on a petition filed 
in this Court Jaly, 9, 1908, by the 
‘Deutsch-Asiatische Bank at Tientsio, 
China, (hereinafter called the German 
Bank) asking for the appointment of a 
‘Trustee of the insolvent estate of 8. H. 
Comstock, a citizen of the United 
States It came up for hearing on Jaly 
15, 1908, before my predecessor, Judge 
Wilfiey, who, alter the submission of 
testimony and after hearing of counsel, 
took jurisdiction “for conservation and. 
distribution in accordance with the pro- 
visions of the Common Law,” 

On July 17, 1908, the Court entered 
‘a decree granting the petition and 
appointing Mr. R. H, Chandless as-| 
signee of said estate, conferring on said| 
Chandless the authority and powers! 
nenally attaching to an assignes in 
bankraptey, viz, to reduce the assets 
into his possession ; to ascertain a1 
yt to the Court the assets and |i 
bilities of said estate; to refer to the 
Court all questions of preference or 
priority which might be brought to bis 
attention ; to reduce all said assets into 
money and to report to the Court when- 
ever in his jadgement the con- 
dition of the estate might warrant! 
the payment of dividend aod 
thereafter to make sach distribution as 
the Court might direct. 

Prior to that time my predecessor, 
Jadge Wiltley, bad held, in ex parte, 
©. A. Biddle, under date of November| 
29, 1907, that this Court bad no) 
jorisdiction under the Federal Bank- 
raptey Act. It was called to his atten- 
tion that there were pro 
Common Law for the adjast 
solvent estates and he was urged to take 
jarisdiction under the Common Law.

The Bank also agreed 
that upon demand of it 
terest it would submit 
jariediotion of the competent authority 
of the United States of America. 

‘The agreement thus made by Burnia- 
‘ton on behalf of Comstock was practically 
an assigoment of all of Comstock’s 
estate to the German Bank for the 
benefit of all of Comstock's creditorr, 
the bank being constituted @ temporary 
trastee in said behalf. It was recited 
that this course adopted by 
reason of the fact thst the then 
Jadge of the United States Court 
was temporarily absent 
The German Bank was 
1¢ asscrting that its claim 
against Comstock was secared by lawfal 
pledges. It subsequently developed 
that, prior to the loans made by Com- 
stock from the German Bi he bad 
secured loans from the Chang Yu Hon 
Bank (hereinafter referred to as the 
Chinese Bank) which also claimed that 
its loans were secured by pledges. 
To ms very considerable extent the 
same security given or claimed to 
be given, to the Chinese Bank was 
utilized by Comstock as secarity in 
support of this loan secured from the 
Germao Bank, ‘The loan made by the 
Chinese Bank to Comstock we 
‘and manver such as 
practice adopted by such banks in 
Tientsin the making of such loans 
to commercial houses, First.—A note 
was given in evidence of seid loan.

To this case th nce shows that 
Comstock was prior to any of the 
transactions appearing in tl 

ing s compradore who 
to make advances of considerable 
sams of money to be put into Com- 
atock's basinese, and that fact 
brooght to the attention of the manager 
of the Chinese Bank, be nominated the 
compradore who was subsequently em- 
ployed by Comstock and who had 
possession of Comstock’s goods 
then made the loaa secured as above 
stated, It appears from the record 
that the bank relied upon the possession 
of the assets by the compradore for its 
protection and as being in fact and law 
the possession of the baok. 

‘This loan and the transactions re- 
lating thereto, inclading the designat‘on 
of the compradore on the part of the 
Chinese Bank and his employment by 
Comatock,was made in April, 1907. 
In July, 1907, Mr. Comstock effected 
loans from the German Bank and in 
October, 1907, upon the demand of the 
German Bask Mr. Burniston, theo 
representing Comstock, delivered to 
‘the German Bank the keys of the lower 
fivor of the godown known as Godown 
'F. thus porporting to give said bank 
‘the actual possession snd control of the 
goods contained therein, It subse- 
quently appears that the keys thus de- 
livered were duplicate keys by moans of 
which Comstock was fraadalently mani- 
polatiog loans between the two banks. 
that time the German Bank 
gotten receipts covering goods 
in another godown, koown as Godowo 
A., in which were stored sssots of 
Comstock. 

Thore was also a loan effected by Mr. 
Comstock throagh the German Bank 
in connexion with the negotiation of 
cortaia docaments covering a shipment 
of explosives. The Court does not 
need to deal with this item as it does 
not appear to form necessarily a part 
of the assets of the insolvent estate, and 
has never been in the possession of the 
assignee. In fact, on the evidence, it 
does not appear that this property ever 
constituted a part of the Comstock 
state, or that he ever had title thereto. 

‘These are not all the facts disclosed 
in the record, but they are all which 
the Court deems material to the dis- 
porition of the cause, and necessary to 
recite, 


Tt has been arged by counsel for the 
German Bank that the Coart can not, 
recognize any claim as a lien unless the 
security taken was in such fall form and 
manner as to conform to the usual re- 
quisition of a “ pledge” as defined by 
the books and supported by current 
judicial decisions ; that in order to con- 
stitnte a pledge the goods offered as 
security must be taken into the actual 
possession of the mortgagee or must be 
under his exclusive control. 

It ia contended that possession of the 
compradore, under the conditions 



































established in this record, cannot bi 
held as possession of the Chinese Bank. 
‘The good faith of the Chinese Bank is 
not denied. The fact that it took every 
precaution usual in Tientsin to secare 
ite loan is well established. There is 
no Chinese law which requires or! 
provides for the registration of chattel 
mortgages in some public office to 
operate as 8 notice to third 
parties and there is no American 
law available ia China containing 
such provisions. The German Bank 
reste ite claim for effectiveness of its 
lien on the possession of the godowo 
keys, which fact in iteelf constitated only 
‘constructive possession under the most, 
liberal definition of what constitutes » 
pledge, if the current American defini- 
tion of a pledge were adbered to, The 
fact is clearly shown that both the Banks 
were proceeding in entire good faith. 
Esoh took every usual and ordinary 
precantion to protect its loan by what 
appeared to be sufficient secarity. 

‘Bat they were dealing with a dis- 
honest and unscrapulous party who did 
not hesitate to avail himself of oppor- 
tanities to beteay and impose upon each 
of the banks. Under the commercial 
conditions prevailing in China when one 
deals with another and with 
absence of and conflict of law 
which prevail and on the state of fact 
shown in this record, the Court feels 
‘entirely justified in adopting a method 
f settlement which appears to be sab- 
ial jastice and which is consistent 
with euch law as the Court is bound to 
enforce.

The Court holds : 

First.—That its jarisdiction of th 
insolvent estate must be taken to hav 
attached as of March 21, 1908, the 
date of the Memorandam of Agreement 
under which the German Bank under- 
took to serve as a temporary trnatee of
